The fire is 
said to have originated from an explosion

partment. It appears that one of the 
matrons entered the room with a lighted 
candle, causing the above the result. As 
t i the number of lives lost it is impos­ 
sible to state. 
It is under the superintendency of Dr. 
S. S. Schultz. The fire is supposed to 
have originated by escaping gas in one 
of the rooms being ignited by an inmate 
entering with a light 
There were four or five hundred in­ 
mates of the asylum, of whom the great­ 
er part are supposed to be lost Some of 
them have escaped to the woods and are 
difficult to find, but it is believe I at this 
time that most of them have pedalled. 
A later report says: Between 8 and 9 
o’clock this evening flames were seen to 
issue from the insane asylum, about 
two miles 
north 
of 
this 
place. 
An alarm was quickly sounded and 
strenuous efforts made to rescue the in­ 
mates, of whom there were between four 
and five hundred. The fire spread with 
frightful rapidity, enveloping the entire 
building in llamas in a very short time. 
Sunbury, Williamsport, and Milton were 
telegraphed to forward all possible aid. 
The fire companies were at once a tart ad 
to the scene, but on their arrival were 
of little avail, owing to the sea. city of the 
water. The escaping inmates scattered 
wildly iu every direction, and ran scream­ 
ing across the country through the snow. 
Owing to the excitement it is impossible 
to obtain any positive information as to 
the number of lives lost, and the amount 
of loss on property.

from slavery to the full rights of citizen 
ship is the most important political 
change we have known since tho adop­ 
tion of the constitution of 1787. No 
thoughtful men can fail to appreciate its 
beneficent effect upon our institutions 
and people. It has freed us from tho 
perpetual danger of war and dissolution; 
it has added immensely to the moral and 
industrial forces of our people; it has 
liberated the master as well as the slave 
from the relation which wronged and 
enfeebled both; it has surrendered to 
their own guardianship the manhood of 
more than five million people, and ha 3 
opened to each one of them a career of 
freedom and usefulness; it has given new 
inspiration to the power of self-help in 
both races by making labor more honor­ 
able to one and more necessary to the 
other. The influence of this force will 
grow greater and bear richer fruit with 
coming years. No doubt the great change 
has caused serious disturbance to our 
southern community. This is to be de­ 
plored, though it was unavoidable; but 
those who resisted the change should 
remember that under our institutions 
there was no middle ground for tho negro 
race between slavery and equal citizen­ 
ship. There can be no permanent dis­ 
franchised peasantry in the United Stat 
FreedQm can never yield its fullness of 
blessings as long as law or its adminis­ 
tration places the smallest obstacle iii 
the pathway of any virtuous cithern The 
emancipated race has already made re­ 
markable progress. With unquestioning 
devotion to the Union, with a patience 
and gentleness not born of fear, they 
have “followed the light as God gave 
them 
to 
see 
the 
light.” 
They 
are 
rapidly 
laying 
the 
material 
foundations of self support, widening the 
circle of intelligence, and beginning to 
enjoy the blessings that gather around 
the homes of the industrious poor. They 
deserve the generous encouragement of 
all good men. So far as my authority can 
lawfully extend, they shall enjoy the full 
and equal protection of the constitution 
and laws. 


lieve that arrangements can be made be­ 
tween the leading commercial nations 
which will secure the general use of 
both metals. Congress should provide 
that compulsory coinage of silver now re­ 
quired by law may not disturb 


OUR MONETARY SYSTEM 
by driving either metal out of circulation. 
If possible, such adjustment should be 
made that the purchasing power of every 
coined dollar will be exactly equal to its 
debt-paying power in the markets of the 
world. The chief duty of the national 
government in connection with the cur­ 
rency of the country, is to coin and de­ 
clare its value. Grave doubts have been 
entertained whether congress is author­ 
ized by the constitution to make any 
form of paper money legal tender. The 
present issue of United States notes has 
been sustained by the necessities of war, 
But such paper should depend for its 
value and currency upon its convenience 
in use aud its prompt redemption in coin 
at the will of a holder, and not upon its 
compulsory circulation. These notes are 
not money but promises to pay money. 
If holders demand it, the promise should 
lie kept.

INSANE ASYLUM BURNED.

D a n v ille Pa., March 5.—This even­ 
ing, between 8 and 9 o’clock, flames were 
discovered issuing from the west wing.of 
the insane asylum, situated about two 
miles north of this place. 
Word was 
once distributed to the different parts of 
the building to secure the inmates, who 
numbered between 400 and 500. 
S. S. 
Schultz, superintendent, did all in his 
power to rescue the patients, but at this 
writing (12 o’clock) a large number are 
missing. The fire burned rapidly, and 
before an alarm could be sent to the sur­ 
rounding villages the west wing, wherein 
the female inmates were kept, was con. 
sumcd. Aid was telegraphed for from 
Sunbury, Williamsport, Milton, and oili­ 
er neighboring Lawns. At 11:40 relief ar­ 
rived from Sunbury, but the firemen are 
unable to do any service on acoount of 
the scarcity of water. The wildest ex­ 
citement prevails, and it is impossible f J 
learn any particulars as to where the pa­ 
tient were taken, but the majority are 
roaming around loose. The {greatest ex­ 
citement exist?, as many of them wi’1 
freeze before morning, if not rescued 
from the suow and cold. At I o’clock 
the fire is still burning, and no hop i are 
entertained of saving anything. The 
structure js over eleven hundred feat 
long, and three and a half stories high. 
The building was constructed some 
years ago and furnished with all the mod­ 
ern improvements, costing the State ever

TI1K INAUGURAL. 
A CENTURY OF PROGRESS. 
The now president’s inaugural is as 
follows: 


F e l l o w C itiz e n s : We stand to-day 
upon an eminence which overlooks a 
hundred years of national life—a century 
crowded with perils, but crowded with 
tile triumphs of liberty and love. Before 
continuing our onward march let us 
pause on this height for a moment to 
strengthen our faith and renew our hope 
by a glance at the pathway along which 
our people have traveled. It is now three 
day more than one hundred years since 
the adoption of the first written constitu­ 
tion of tile United States, the articles of 
confederation ami of i»erpetiial union. 
The new republic was then beset with 
danger on every hand. It had not con­ 
quered a place in the family of nations. 
The decisive battle of the war for inde­ 
pendence, whose centennial anniversary 
will soon be gratefully celebrated at 
Yorktown, bad not yet been fought The 
colonists 
were 
struggling not only 
against the armies of Great Britain, but 
against the settled opinions of mar kind, 
for the world did not believe that tile su­ 
premo authority of government could bo 
safely intrusted to the guardianship of 
the people themselves. We cannot over­ 
estimate 
THE FERVENT LOVE OF LIBERTY, 
the intelligent courage and saving com­ 
mon sense with which our fathers made 
the great experiment of self government. 
When they found after a shot L time that 
the confederacy of State ? was ? jo weak 
to rn et the n~cr ssities of a vigorous and 
expanding republic, they boldly set it 
aside, and in it? st lad established a na­ 
tional union, found I dir itly upon the 
will of the people, and endowed it with 
future powers of self -prese vation and 
with ample authority for tile accomplish­ 
ment of its great objects. Under this 
constitution the boundaries of treedom 
hav^been strenghtened, and the growth 
in all the better clement? of national life 
has indicated the wisdom of the found­ 
ers end given new hope to their dc pend­ 
ants. Under this constitution our peo­ 
ple long ago made themselves 
safe 
against danger from without and secured 
for their mariners and flag an equality of 
rights on all seas. Under this constitu­ 
tion twenty-five States have been added 
to the union, with constitutions and laws 
framed and enforced by their own citi­ 
zens, to secure the manifold blessings of 
local aud self-government. 
Tho juris­ 
diction of this constitution now cover au 
area fifty times greater than that of the 
original thirteen States, and a population 
twenty times greater than that of 1780. 
Tile supremo trial of tile constitution 
come at last under the tremendous pres­ 
sure of civil war. We ourselves are wit­ 
nesses that the union emerged from the 
blood and fire of the conflict purified and 
made stronger for all the beneficient pur­ 
pose of good government, and now, at 
the close of this first century of growth, 
with inspirations of it? history in their 
hearts, our people have lately reviewed 
the condition of the nation, passed judg­ 
ment upon the condnct and opinions of 
the political parties, and have registered 
their will concerning the future adminis- 
stration of government 
To interpret 
and execute that will in accordance with 
he constitution is the paramount duty 
of the executive. 
Even from this brief review it is mani­ 
fest that the nation is resolutely 


FACING TO THE FRONT, 
resolved to employ its best energies in 
developing the great possibilities of tile 
Alture. Sacredly preserving whatever 
las been gained to liberty and good gov­ 
ernment during the century, our people 
are determined to leave behind them all 
those bitter controversies concerning 
things which have been irrevocably set­ 
tled, and the further discussion of which 
can only stir up strife and delay the on­ 
ward march. The supremacy of the 
nation and its laws should be no longer 
a subject of debate. That discussion, 
which for half a century threatened the 
existence of the union, was closed at last 
in the high court of war, by a decree, 
from which there is no appeal, that the 
constitution and laws made in pursuance 
thereof shall continue to be the supreme 
law of the land, binding alike upon the 
States and upon the people. This decree 
does not disturb the autonomy of the 
State i nor interfere with any of their 
necessary rules of local self-government, 
but it does fix and establish the perma­ 
nent supremacy of the union. The will 
of the nation speaking with the voice ef 
battle, aud through the amended consti­ 
tution, has fulfilled tho great promise of 
1776, by proclaiming “Liberty through­ 
out tile land to all the inhabitants there­ 
of.” 


EQUAL SUFFRAGE 
is still in question, and a frank statement 
of the issue may aid its solution. 
It is 
alleged that in many communities negro 
citizens are practically denied tile free­ 
dom of the ballot. Iii so far as tile truth 
of this allegation is admitted, it is an­ 
swered that in many places honest local 
government is impossible if the mass of 
uneducated negroes aro allowed to vote. 
These are grave allegations. So far as 
tho latter is true, it is the only palliation 
that eau be offered for opposing the free­ 
dom of the ballot. 
A bad local govern­ 
ment is certainly a great evil, which 
ought to be prevented, but to violate the 
freedom and pancity of suffrage is more 
than an evil; it is a crime which, if per­ 
sisted in, will destroy the government it­ 
self. Suicide is not a remedy. If in other 
lauds it be high treason to compass tho 
death of the king, it should be counted 
no less a crime here to strauglo our sov­ 
ereign power and stifle its voice. 
It has 
been said that unsettled questions have 
no pity for the repose of nations; it 
should be said with tho utmost emphasis 
that thus question of suffrage will never 
give repose or safety to tho states or to 
tho nation until each within its own | 
jurisdiction makes aud keeps tho ballot 
free and pure by the strong sanctions of 
law. 
Blit the danger which arises from 
IGNORANCE IN THE VOTER 
cannot bo denied. It covers a field far 
wider than that of negro suffrage and the 
present condition of that race. It is a 
danger that lurks and hides in the courses 
and fountains of power m every state. 
We have no standard by which to meas­ 
ure the disaster that may be brought up­ 
on us by ignorance and vice in citizens 
wlieu joined to corruption and fraud in 
suffrage. The voters of the union who 
make and uumako constitutions, and up 
on whose will hangs the destiny of our 
government, can transmit their supremo 
authority to no successor save tho com­ 
ing generation of voters, who are sole 
heirs of our sovereign power. 
If that 
generation com i to it? inheritance blind­ 
ed by ignorance and corrupted by vice 
the fall of the republic will be certain and 
remediless. 
The census has a1 really 
sounded the alarm in appalling figures 
which mark how dangerously high the 
tide of illiteracy has raised among our 
voters and their children. 
To the south 
tho question is of supreme importance, 
and tho responsibility for the existence 
of slavery did not rest upon the south 
alone. The nation itself is responsible 
for the extension of suffrage, and is un­ 
der special obligations to aid in removing 
the illiteracy which it has added to the 
voting population for tho north aud south 
alike. There is but one remedy. All the 
constitutional power of the nation and of 
the states, and all the volunteer forces of 
the people should be summoned to meet 
this danger by the saving influence of 
universal education. 
It is a high privilege and sacred duty 
of those now living to educate their suc­ 
cessors, aud fit them by intelligence aud 
virtue for the inheritance which awaits 
them in this beneficent work. Sections 
aud races should be forgotten aud parti­ 
sanship should be unknown. Let our 
people find a new meaning in the divine 
oracle which d clare3 that “a little child 
shall lead them.” For our little children 
will soon control the destinies of the re­ 
public. 
My countrymen, we do not now differ 
in our judgment concerning the contro­ 
versies of past generations, and fifty 
years hence our children will not be di­ 
vided in their opinions concerning our 
controversies. They will surely bless 
their fathers aud their fathers’ God, that 
the union was preserved; that slavery 
was overthrown, and that botli races were 
made equal before the law. We may has­ 
ten or we may retard, but we can not 
prevent 
THE FINAL RECONCILIATION. 
Is it not possible for us now to make a 
truce with time by anticipating aud ac­ 
cepting its inevitable verdicts ? Enter­ 
prises of tho highest importance to our 
moral and material well being invite us 
aud offer ample scope for the employment 
of our best powers. Let all our people, 
leaving behind them the battle-fields 
of dead issues, move forward, and in 
the strength of liberty and a restored 
union, win the grander victories of 
peace. 
The prosperity which now prevails is 
without parallel in our history. Fruitful 
seasons have done much to secure it, but 
they have not done all. 
The preservation of the public credit, 
and the resumption of specie payments, 
so successfully attained by the adminis­ 
tration of my predecessors, has enabled 
our people to secure the blessings which 
the seasons brought By the experience 
of commercial nations in all ages, it has 
been found that gold and silver afford the 
only safe foundation for a monetary l„ s- 
tem. Confusion has recently been cre­ 
ated by variations in the relative value 
of the two metals, but I confidently be- 


The refunding of the national debt at 
a lower rate of interest should be accom­ 
plished without compelling tho with­ 
drawal of the national bank notes, and 
thus disturbing the business of tile coun­ 
try. I venture to refer to the position I 
have occupied on financial questions dur­ 
ing my long service iii Congress, and to 
say 
that time and experience have 
strenghened tho opinions I have so of­ 
ten expressed on these subjects. The 
finances of the goverment shall suffer no 
detriment which it may be possible for 
my administration to prevent. 
Tile interests of agriculture deserve 
more attention from the government than 
they have yet received. The farms of 
the United States afford homes and em­ 
ployment for more than one-lialf of the 
people, and furnish much the largest of 
our exports. As the government lights 
our coasts for the protection of mariners 
and for the benefit of commerce, so it 
should give to the tillers of the soil the 
lights of practical science and exper­ 
ience. 
Our manufacturers are rapidly making 
us industrially independent, aud are 
opening to capital and labor new and 
profitable fields of employment. This 
steady and healthy growth should still be 
maintained. 
THE ISTHMUS. 
Our facilities for transportation should 
be promoted by the continued improve­ 
ment of our harbors and great interior 
water-ways, aud by the increase of our 
tonnage on the ocean. The development 
of tho world s commerce has led to an 
urgent demaud for shortening the great 
sea voyage around Cape Horn, by con­ 
structing ship canals or railways across 
the isthmus which unites the two conti­ 
nents. Various plans to this end have 
been suggested, but none of them have 
bren sufficiently matured to warrant the 
United States extending them pecuniary 
aid. Tho subject is one which will im­ 
mediately engage the attention of the 
government, with a view to thorough 
protection to American interests. We 
will urge no narrow policy nor seek pe­ 
culiar or exclusive privileges of any com­ 
mercial route, but, in the language of my 
predecessors, I believe it to be “the right 
aud duty of the United States to assert 
and maintain such supervision and 
authority over any interoceanic canal 
across the isthmus that connects North 
and South America as will our national 
interests.” 
MORMONISM. 
The constitution guarantees absolute 
religious freedom. Congress is prohibit­ 
ed from making any law respecting the 
establishment of religion or prohibit the 
free exercise thereof. Tho territories of 
tho United States are subject to the di- 
r et legislative authority of Congress; 
and lienee the general government is re­ 
sponsible for any violation of the consti­ 
tution in any of them. It is therefore a 
reproach to the goveanment that in the 
most populous of the territories the con­ 
stitutional guarantee is not enjoyed by 
tho people aud the authority on Congress 
is set at naught The Mormon church 
not only offends the moral sense of man­ 
kind by sanctioning polygamy, but pre­ 
vents the administration of justice through 
the ordinary instrumentalities of law. In 
my judgment it is the duty of Congress, 
while respecting ts the utmost the con­ 
scientious convictions and religious scru­ 
ples of every citizen, to prohibit within 
its jurisdiction all criminal practices, es­ 
pecially of that class which destroy fam­ 
ily relations and endanger social order 
nor can any ecclesiastical organization be 
safely peinutted to usurp in tho smallest 
degree tho functions and powers of tho 
national government. 
THE CIVIL SERVICE 
can never bo placed on a satisfactory 
basis until it is regulated by law. 
For 
tile good of the service itself, for the pro­ 
motion of those who are intrusted with 
the appointing power, against tho waste 
of time and tho obstruction of public 
business caused by inordinate pressure 
for place, 
and 
for 
the protec­ 
tion of incumbents against intrigue and 
wrong, I shall at the proper time ask Con­ 
gress to fix the tenure of minor offices of 
the several executive departments, and 
prescribe the grounds upon which re­ 
movals shall be made during the terms 
f yr which the incumbents have been ap­ 
pointed.

SOME Cl RIOLS NESTS. 
You all have noticed, on some spring 
up twigs or straws 
its nest, and if v< 
n< 


day, a bird 
with which to buil 
ever have seen the 
TOU 
tiny home when 
finished, you must have wondered at 
its beauty and completeness. For the 
nests of even our commonest birds are 
often marvels of skillful workman* 
ship. 
But it happens that, within the last 
year, St. Nicholas has received accounts 
of some unusually interesting nests; 
real curiosities or accidents in nest- 
building. such as you would hardly find 
by searching whole acres of meadow 
and orchard. Some of these oddities 
are peculiar or remarkable in them­ 
selves, and others are merely common 
nests, but have been found in very 
queer places. You shall have the de­ 
scription of them just as they came to 
us in the letters of correspondents. 
Here, to begin with, is an account by 
I). B., of a nest in a scarecrow: 
44 In a grain-field near Hempstead, L. 
I., I found an old coat and a hat set up 
as a scarecrow, 
the sleeves being 
stretched out on a crosswise stick. 
However dreadful this may have seem­ 
ed to the person who set it up, tho lit­ 
tle creatures it was meant to frighten 
away were not in the least scared by it; 
for in one of the side pockets of the 
coat, a pair of ccdar-birds had built a 
cozy nest. When I saw the scarecrow, 
the little home was filled with un­ 
fledged birds, cheeping and crying, 
their crests raised, while the mother, 
perched on a small branch which stuck 
out above the scarecrow's hat, was 
gently twittering good-byes to her 
noisy brood, before going to forage for 
their breakfast." 
Strange place that for a bird’s-nest! 
And yet not so strange, nor dangerous, 
if the' bird was small, and Mr. Scare­ 
crow* did his duty well by frightening 
the hawks and other winged enemies 
away. 
Perhaps the little 
parents 
44 builded better than they knew;" bus 
it may be they had found out in some 
strange way that the ugly looking gen­ 
tleman standing always in that one 
place in the field was no enemy, and 
would even protect them. At any rate, 
this does not seem to be the first in­ 
stance of a bird's-nest in a scarecrow, 
for in the same letter D. B. sends this 
record of another: 
"W hen telling about this strange 
discovery to some friends, one of them 
recalled a similar incident which he had 
once read about, and after searching 
some time, among old papers, we finally 
found the account in a number of Our 
Young Folks. Here it is: 
44 it was in the bosom of a stuffed 
effigy, which had been set up to scare 
away the crows from our corn. 
A 
bunch of pea-sticks and a little hay 
dressed up in most artistic fashion with 
a suit of John's old clothes—trousers, 
vert and coat, topped out with an old 
hat, which soon blew away—formed 
this awful scare. And funny enough it 
was to see a pair of little pewees rnak- 


about the nest, and, indeed, everybody 
thinks it so pretty and curious a thing, 
that it is kept with great care, aaa 
looked anon as a treasure." 
And now you shall hear of the 
wonderful ingenuity which a bird show­ 
ed in keeping its house from falling. 
What architect could have done better? 
Read this, from H. E. D.v of Spiceland* 
indiana. 
"‘This curious little nest, I think, was 
built by an orchard oriole, but I cannot 
say certainly, as the owner had left it 
before I found it 
44 It is made of the long bast fiber 
from various plants, white cotton lap- 
ping-twine, long horse-hairs and sew­ 
ing thread. The bast fibers form the 
larger part of the nest, the twine being 
interwoven with it in a way that 
strengthens the fabric. Around several 
twigs there are loops of twine, the ends

cks, and looking down upon 
it from the apple-trees; picking at the 
rags streaming from its coat-tails, and 
then perching most audaciously upon 
its wiae shoulders; prying into the se­ 
crets of its heart of clover, and pulling 
the long hay oat of the stump of its old 
broken-off neck. 
••What they meant to do was hard to 
tell for several days; but finally there 
was no longer any doubt—they were 
building a nest in its bosom! And whI 
not? The old clothes had been we 
washed in the rains, the hay was as 
sweet as any other hay, and the pea- 
brash just the same as any other pea­ 
brush; besides, the thing was 
well 
fastened to the ground bv its feet, 
which were only the ends of the point 
ed pea-sticks. Those the pewees could 
see as well as we, or any other wees— 
as Cousin Sammy suggested—and the 
crows were evidently afraid of it, as 
somebody else suggested, making it 
safer for the wise little birds. So, when 
the work was done (or rather undone, 
for the process of building consisted 
more in pulling oat the staffing of our 
scarecrow and making a hole into it, 
than in putting sticks together as most 
pewees do), and when the hole was 
well lined with the soft little nothings 
which the pewees find, we hardly know 
where, and the little brown hen settled 
herself down into her hiding-place, and 
paterfamilias sat upon the headless 
pea-brush neck, and caroled forth his 
song of triumph to his mate and his 
note of defiance to all crows that might 
dare to scale his castle walls, and the 
rags of the sleeves fluttered merrily 
in the breeze, we doubted whether that 
snit of clothes was ever happier than it 
was then; and John doubted, too. 
"The nest was carefully observed 
from a distance, for no birth like to be 
scrutinized too closely; and, in duo

Some of them tried to fly too soom anti 
then came one of the funniest incidents 
of all. Our little ones were quite 
distressed that the poor little birds 
should be dispersed upon the ground, 
from which they were unable to rise, 
and so Charlie caught them all and 
tried to put them back into the nest, 
but he could not reach it; so, what 
must he do but stow them all carefully 
away into one of the side-pockets of 
the old coat, into which he had first 
stuffed some hay, to keep the pocket 
open; and how delighted were he and 
his sisters to see the old birds come 
there and feed the yourn? and care for 
them several days, until their wings 
were more fully grown, and they were 
able once more, and with better suc­ 
cess, to take a start into the world!" 
Bat now hear this wonderful little 
story from S. G. T., of how a bird-pair 
seemed actually to read—for how could 
they possibly have chosen better words 
for a motto for their little home than 
the two which were found upon RP 
" In a certain conntiw place, not very 
far from the City of Now York, there 
was once an entertainment, and hand­ 
bills were distributed freely in the 
neighborhood; so that a great many 
soon 
lay about 
on 
tho 
ground, 
and 
were blown by tho wind into 
all 
sorts 
of 
places. 
One 
of 
the 
chief attractions on the pro­ 
gramme was a tableau vivant entitled 
4Our Darlings,' and these two words 
were of coarse printed conspicuously 
on the handbill. 
" Months after the date of the enter­ 
tainment, a New York family came to 
pass the summer in that country place. 
One day, the little boy of the rainily 
came Ruining into the house excited and 
delighted, and calling: 
44 4 Mammal Mamma! See what I 
have found!' and he held up a bird's 
nest 
Now, tho little boy was a real lover 
of birds, so his mother knew he would 
not have taken the nest from its place 
if it had not been deserted. And when 
she looked at It closely, she saw that 
the little builders had woven in among 
the twigs and straw a piece of one <3 
the clahandbills; and this piece act- 


hav 
into ti 
44 It was built in the top of a small 
sw&mp-maple that stood near a dwell­ 
ing. The nest was placed between a 
small twig and the main stem; the loops 
of twine, before referred to, fastened it 
to some twigs higher up. Two sides of 
the nest were sewed to the branchlets, 
the fiber, twine and hair passing over 
the branch and through the edge of the 
nest, in stitches close together. 
44 But tho strangest and most curious 
part in its construction is this: The 
twigs to which it is sewed, diverge from 
each other and leave a space so broad 
that without additional support that side 
of the 
nest would have 
sagged. 
To meet this difficulty, the bird has 
taken a piece of No. 8 sewing-thread 
and firmly woven one end of it into the 
body of the nest, while the other end 
she has carried to a projecting twig, 
some distance above, and there secured 
it by winding it five times around the 
stem and then tying it with a perfect 
single hnotP' 
This incident of H. E. D.'s shows 
plainly enough that birds know how to 
benefit themselves in nest-building by 
using articles manufactured by man, in 
place of the poor substitutes which the 
woods and fields affordjhem. And, as 
another proof of this, a letter in 11. 
Nicholas of last year, but which will be 
fresh to our new subscribers, is reprint 
od here: 
44 One day not long ago I washed a 
number of pieces of very tine lace, and 
left them spread out on the lawn. 
Presently I went to look at them, so 
as to be sure they were all right, for 
they were valuable. One, two, three 
pieces were gone. Yet there were no 
fresh tracks on the lawn and paths, 
and when I asked in the house I was 
told that no one there had gone near 
the lace, or seen anybody else near it, 
during the whole morning. 
44 This was puzzling, as well as disa­ 
greeable; and so I went to look again. 
Another piece vanished! Then I put a 
chair near the porch anti sat down and 
sewed, watching the lace carefully. But 
once I bent my eyes to my work for 
about half a minute, and when I looked 
up aiwain still another treasure was 
gone! This time I knew that no one 
but myself could have been near the 
lace. 
How, then, could it have disap­ 
peared? I put away my sewing, and 
tot five minutes steadily gazed at the 
pieces left. Somebody in the house 
called out, and I glanced around. As 
I turned my eyes forward again, what 
should I see, sailing away in the air a 
few yards from me, but a piece of the 
precious lace, trailing from the beak of 
a robin! I soon found that it was the 
same saucy fellow who had taken all 
the pieces, and that he had tried to 
make his littlo home beautiful with 
them. 
44 The lace was spoiled when we 
found it, for Robin had torn it when 
weaving it in with twigs; but the nest 
looked so pretty that I let my ruined 
treasures stay. 
Yours, truly, 
Mauoaret II.” 
Last of all, here is an anecdoie show- 
that birds not only know enough to 
p themselves by such material as 
thread, twine, lace, wool, etc., bat that 
they are even so wise as to select goods 
of the proper color. C. S. B., of Parkes­ 
burg, Pa., writes: 
44 Last summer, just when the trees 
were at the greenest, an oriole and his 
mate came to our yard and began to 
build their nest in a drooping bough of 
tho old sycamore, where the foliage was 
veiy thick. Both birds went busily to 
work to find materials for a nest, and 
soon they began to examine whatever 
household articles were left within safe 
distance from the house. They would 
pull and pucker the linens and 
were spread on the lawn, and 
to stop their mischief, we concluded to 
furnish all the material they needed, 
ready for use. So we got together 
some thread and strings, and a variety 
of other scraps, rags of various colors, 
some red and gray yam, etc., and 
spread them about here and there, 
wherever we thought they would bo 
just in the way of the little builders. 
We had not long to wait, and they soon 
accepted a good portion of what we had 
laid out for them. But after awhile we 
noticed that only the gray or dull-col­ 
ored things were taken. The red was 
a puzzle; they evidently admired it, bat 
decided, at last, that it would hardly 
do; for their acts plainly said 4 It is 
pretty, very pretty, but then, it's so gay! 
We're afraid it would made too much 
show.’ 
44 At last the nest was finished, and 
when lined and complete, it was beauti­ 
ful, indeed, and worthy of all the care 
they had bestowed upon it The skill 
of the tailor and weaver was shown in 
its sides, and the colors were chosen 
with great care. 
But not otic thread of 
crimson was found in it. Cozy as it was, 
all its tints were dull and subdued, and 
an enemjT would have had to look long 
to discover it among the thick foliage. 
—St. Nicholas.

A Case of Disputed Identity. 
The case of the Youngses, as curious in 
many respects as the famous Tichborne 
case, was taken up in the Surrogate’# 
Court yesterday. The man claiming to 
be Tlieophilus Youngs, whose identity 
is the point now in dispute, is not a 
claimant, bot appears in aid of his 
brother, in opposition to a suit brought 
by his wife, the legal status of which 
rests upon the allegation that Theoph- 
ilus ifoungs is dead. The case grows 
out of an inheritance to a share in 
which Theophilus Youngs was entitled. 
The distribution of the property which 
is situated in this city was delayed by a 
lawsuit, which was attended to by Henry 
Youngs, the older brother of Theoph­ 
ilus, and who was the executor of the 
estate in litigation. 
Theophilus re 
ceiled advances on his claim from his 
brother, amounting in all to$2,2U0, and 
in 1870, at the time when the last sum 
was paid him on this account, and when 
the prospect of a decision in their favor 
seemed very uncertain, he, together 
with his wife, made over to Henry 
Youngs all his rights in the estate in 
consideration of the amounts already 
received. The suit resulted in favor of 
the Youngses, so that Henry Youngs 
made a good bargain when he bought 
out his brother s interest. Theophilus 
Youngs appears to have done nothing 
more in the matter, however, and no 
action was taken aboil*, it until after his 
death was 
reported in Boston, in 
February, 1876. He had disappeared, 
and a body in the morgue was identified 
as his. In October, 1877,’ his widow 
obtained letters of administration from 
Surrogate Calvin 
and immediately 
sued Heniy Youngs for tile share of 
_ j Theophilus in the estate, claiming that 
the sale of his interest was invalid. 
Henry Youngs replied by an action for 
the revocation of the letters of adminis­ 
tration, on the ground that his brother 
was not dead. He obtained an injunc­ 
tion staying her suits against him until 
the case before the Surrogate should be 
settled. 
A good deal of evidence in the case, 
in the shape of affidavits and of testi­ 
mony taken before a Commissioner, in 
Boston, has heretofore been submitted. 
It is very conflicting. On the one 
side were produced witnesses who pos­ 
itively identified the body found as that 
of Theophilus Youngs, and witnesses 
came forward for the other side who 
declare that they had seen and, in some 
cases, talked with Theophilus Youngs 
since the date of his alleged death. In 
the meantime a man churning to be 
Theophilus Youngs himself turned up, 
and has since been living quietly in this 
city, shunning public observation. Mrs. 
Theophilus Youngs once made applica­ 
tion for his arrest as an impostor, but 
nothing was done in the matter. If an 
impostor, he had never attempted to 
impose on her, for he refused to go 
near her. Thev met for the first time 
yesterday before Mr. Edward F. Under* 
hiH, who was appointed by Surrogate 
Calvin to take testimony in the case 
in 
this city. 
A 
man about for­ 
ty years of age, of medium height, with 
light eyes ana a sandy mustache, came 
into the court in company with Henry 
Youngs. He said that he was Thcopht- 
lus Youngs. Referee Underhill asked 
Mrs. Youngs whether this man was her 
husband, oho looked at him for a mo­ 
ment and then said, in a loud tone: 
••That is not my husband.” 
Henry Youngs was then put on the 
witness stand. He identified the man 
who called himself Theophilus Youngs 
as his brother and as the husband of 
Mary J. C. Youngs. Early in August, 
he said, he received a letter from his 
brother, asking him to meet him on 
August 9 in thelaw office of E. G. Drake 
in this city. He met his brother on the 
appointed day, and saw him often from 
that time to August 24. He identified 
his brother by a peculiarity in the for 


most reprehensible piece 
that we know anything 
advice, sometimes given 
by parties who are in some way inter­ 
ested, to young men iii the country to 
come to the city. It is bad advice, and 
scores of honest country lads find it so 
every year. 
Occasionally, aud only 
occasionally, does the young man from 
the country find a desirable opening 
in the city, and begin a signally suc­ 
cessful career. The city is lull to over­ 
flowing. There is no business that is 
not greatly overdone, and there is no 
business which cannot at any time be 
supplied with more help than it needs. 
. There is no position now filled which 
cannot be filled with as much compe- 
! tency as it now is, and at a much less 
I salary than the present occupant is re­ 
ceiving, almost at a moment's notice. 
I E m ptiers are usually willing to pay 
: what services are worth, aud desire to 
I retain tried and faithful help. Other­ 
wise there is not a man or woman em- 
; ployed in Chicago to-dav who would 
I not have their salary reduced, or their 
place filled by some one else. Times 
are now prosperous. Business is at its 
noontide of success. Never was more 
money made in the marts of trade than 
is being made here now; and yet, while 
this is true, we have hundreds of 
young men who are either working for 
starvation wages, or are wholly Idle. 
Is it wise, therefore, for a young man 
to come from the farm or the village 
Into this overcrowded community where 
the chances would be a hundred to one 
against success? Where he now is, ha 
has room, and not only has room, but 
he can get better remuneration for his 
services than our young men will aver­ 
age. A familiar comparison will be 
beneficial. Ten dollars a week is proba­ 
bly the average for the salary of a 
clerk. We know of competent and ac­ 
complished book-keepers who are work­ 
ing for ten dollars a week, and we know 
competent clerks who are working for 
five and seven dollars. 
For our pres­ 
ent purpose, however, we will take ten 
dollars for the average. Out of this, at 
the very lowest estimate, five dollars 
must be paid for board, and that will 
secure only a small room without fire 
in winter. Seventy-five cents a week 
will be the average for washing. Two 
dollars will have to go for clothes, and 
then comes the almost inevitable cigar, 
theaters and other gratification of tastes 
which are so easily formed in the city, 
and which cost the average young man 
at least two dollars a week.’ We have 
thus figured up an aggregate of about 
five hundred dollars for expenses: leav­ 
ing only a few dollars balance, anti that 
balance will only be found in very few 
instances. 
Now, in comparison with this, let us 
look at the common, industrious and 
frugal farm hand. He receives from 
eignteen|to twenty-five dollars per month 
and his board. This is about as good 
as ten dollars per week, and if he gets 
the higher sum, it is more. He has no 
temptations to beset him like the young 
man in the city, and consequently his 
tastes are less expensive. The result is 
that in a few years he is the owner of a 
farm and the employer of help. Every 
reader knows that ” some of our most 
prosperous aud wealthy farmers began 
life in just this way, and it is not unu­ 
sual for us to receive letters from farm 
help, saying that they are saving their 
money, and that they intend soon to 
have a farm of their, own. 
Now, can­ 
didly, young man, which is the better 
oil'of the two classes?—Western Rural

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The anxious inquiry is made on every 
street comer, over every counter, and by 
every hearthstone—“how are the rail­ 
roads getting 
along ?" Even among 
those who cry so bitterly in times of 
peace against the fearful railroad monop­ 
oly, 
and 
who 
are 
so 
eager 
in fair weather to crush out the monster, 
are now as docile as lambs, and are pleas­ 
ed as children with a new toy, every time 
they hear even the exhaust of an engine, 
or the sound of a whistle. It seems as 
if we were shut out from the world, and 
we would be pretty nearly so if it were 
not for the telegraph wires which bring 
to the G a z e tte each day \ he tidings of 
whatever important events have occurred 
in the world, aud which serve as light­ 
ning messengers to carry swift word from 
one snow bound-friend or relative to oth­ 
er snow-bouud ones. 
The railroads are as busy as can be, 
and every available man is employed iii 
shoveling out the great banks of snow, 
aud breaking up the ice, which is still 
one of the greatest obstacles, as when 
covered over with snow, it forms a dan­ 
gerous trap, as a snow-plow is liable to 
be thrown. It is not alone in the cots 
that trouble is caused by ice. Even some 
“fills” as railroad men term them, are 
covered with ice. One fill on the Milwau­ 
kee & St. Paul track near Rockwood’s 
farm has several inches of ice on it. The 
prospect to-day, however, is very good 
for a speedy opening of the roads, as 
neither money nor muscle are being 
spared. 
On the 
m ilw a u k e e a s t . p a u l r a i l r o a d 
tho snow-plow, working train, and gang 
of men started out again toward Milton. 
The track had by last night been opened 
alKHit half way there, that being the re­ 
sult of two and a half days work, by 
which the sjieed of clearing the track 
may be judged. There remains some 
hard work before they reach Milton. 
Between Delirlinger’s farm and Stock­ 
man’s farm there is ice a foot thick to be 
cleared off. There is also about a mile 
if track on which the snow is packed 
eight feet, which will take some heavy 
shoveling. 
The snow plows and working train left 
Monroe at 7.05 o’clock this morning, 
there being two engines and 05 men. 
Yesterday they had cleared the track as 
ar as Brodhead, and to-ilay they expect 
to get to a point between Hanover and 
Janesville, about three miles this side of 
Hanover. 
They expect to reach that 
point before the gang working fr#m here 
digs to the same point. 
Along this lino thoro is some hard 
work to be done. About two and a half 
miles from here, at what is known as 
Yates’ cut, there will be some special 
need 
of 
muscle 
and 
time, 
for there is about one-quarter of a mile 
of snow twenty feet deep, it being blown 
in to the very top. 
A telegram received from Orford states 
that the cut east of there has from four 
to fifteen feet of snow; another cut by 
Greene’s has from six to eight feet, and 
the cut west of there, known as Hall’s, 
has four feet They expect to clear the 
section, comprising these three cuts, dur­ 
ing the day. 
ON TOE MAIN LINE. 
The prospects for the main line are 
very hopeful. It was intended last even­ 
ing to start out a special train from Mad­ 
ison, and two engines pulled it out 
but finally quit on account of some heavy 
banks, and went back, but this morning 
the wires bring glad news that from 
Prairie du Chien to Edgerton the track 
is open, and also from Milton Junction 
for one mile west; also open from Mil­ 
waukee to Waukesha; also open between 
Milton Junction and Lima, and between 
Palmyra and Whitewater. They expect 
to get a hole clear through during the 
day, aud will try to put one train 
through. 
t h e n o r th w e s te r n r a i l r o a d 
succeeded in opening up communication 
with the outside world this morning. A 
train started from Chicago last night 
about 9 o’clock, for tho north. 
A great 
8iiow plow belonging to the Canadian 
Pacific road, and which was built for the 
Manitoba snow drifts, but which had 
been unable 
to 
reach 
there, 
was 
pressed into service aud dug the snow 
out like a giant, making a way for the 
train 
which followed it to Harvard. 
At 
Harvard 
the 
train 
stopped, 
aud this morning proceeded back. Those 
passengers who desired to come further 
joined those who had been snowbound 
at Harvard, and boarding Conductor 
Rich’s train steamed out of that place 
about 4 o’clock this morning, and coming 
uj) ll10 Madison division, and by Afton, 
reached hero in safety about 9 o’clock, 
being the first train to reach hero since 
last Wednesday afternoon. 
Among the passengers who stepped off 
at this station, and sang out “home 
again,” were C. E. Moseley, W. T. Vau- 
kirk and wife, S. P. Hoskins, Justice No­ 
lan, F. S. Winslow, C.S.Felton and Peter 
Lennartz. 
Between here and Harvard on this 
line are some bad drifts, especially be­ 
deen here and Shopiere. Near the lat­ 
ter place, along by what is known as Gil­ 
more’s farm there is a long drift from 
ten to fifteen feet deep, and for two or 
bree miles there is snow varying from 
jive to fifteen feet The shovellers are 
at work at it this afternoon and have not 
at 3 o’clock reached Shopiere. 
From Harvard the work of clearing the 
;rack has been going on to the north, but 
has not yet reached Sharon. 
The big snow plow, whose fame reached 
bis city to-day, and which many expect­ 
ed to see jump through the big drifts 
right into the heart of Janesville this 
afternoon, met with an occident about a 


mile this side of Harvard this morning, 
broke 
down, and 
is 
disabled, so 
those who have been hanging about the 
depots waiting to see the monster may as 
well stay at home. 
A gang began working from here north 
this afternoon. From Oshkosh the work 
is being pushed both ways. The track is 
open this side of Oshkosh as far as Oak­ 
field. 
The Madison division is open, and 
Conductor Rich by returning to Afton, 
took from here mail for both Chicago 
and Madison, and this afternoon about 
3:30 o’clock brought back from Afton the 
Chicago mail, which was the first mail re­ 
ceived here since last Wednesday noon. 
Tile crowd that thronged the postoffice 
indicated how it gladdened all to see the 
pasteboard sign this time saying “ The 
Chicago mail has arrived.”
